In 1941, two days before I left for the Middle East, I 


acquired a collection of Manuscript Notes on Atlantis, rescued 


from a bombed house, which had belonged to the late George Isaac 
Bryant, who had spent many years of his life in the study of this 
fascinating subject. Some of the material accompanied me in my 
travels for the next six years, the remainder lay in my London flat 
awaiting my return. 

Vihile I do not agree with all that Bryant thought about the 
Atlantean story, I felt that his analysis of the Classical back- 
ground of the Atlantis Legend was worthy of preservation, and after 
a certain amount of knocking into shape, here it is. Please note 
that the views expressed are those of Mr, Bryant, gs they do not 
always coincide with mine. E.S.

~ Chapter One = 


This study is restricted to a careful analysis of the 
account of tne origin, development, and fall of Atlantis, 
as given by Solon some six centuries before Christ. No 
account has been taken of Theosophical or occult specul- 
ation, as these Greek sources form the first written 
record. ‘the narrative of Plato, (1),(2),(3),(4), has been 
re-examined, and though direct proof is lacking, it seems 
worthy of complete faith. 

The account given in the Timaeus and the Critias of 
the visit of Solon to Egypt, and his hospitable reception 
by two of the High Priests and, in all probability, the 
Guardians of the Temple records: Sonchis, the High Priest 
of the shrine of Neith at Sais in the Delta, and Psenuphis, 
High Priest of Ra at Heliopolis, may be taken as an actual 
historical episode capable of being dated fairly accurately. 

The year 569 B.C. has been taken as the approximate 
date of Solon's visit to Egypt, and, without recapitulat- 
ing in full the narrative of Plato, which must be known 
to every student of Atlantis, it is proposed to quote 
certain passages, on which our argument is based. 

At Sais, Sonchis told Solon that the Goddess Neith 
was the same as the Athene of Hellas, the patron Goddess 
of Athens (5). On removing the vowels we find that the 
Egyptian Goddess is NTH and the Athenian is THN, which 

hows how, by transposition, the one could have been 
derived from the other. 

Neith and Athene have been consistently identified 
with one another. Herodotus (6), writing a generation be- 
fore Plato, makes no distinction between Greek and ae 
Egyptian deities. Modern authorities, including "2u: sch (7), 
Wiedmann (8) and Mullet (9), have also identified the two. 
Representations of Athcne and Neith are not dissimilar. 
Neith is often depictcd with bow and arrows, while Athene 
usually has a shield and spear. In Greek legend Athene 
is also connected with Libya and especicelly the region | 
around Lake Tritonis. Herodotus asserts that the Greeks 
derived both their knowledge of Athene and their worship 
of Poseidon from the Libyans and seems to hint at-a pre=- 
Homeric connection between the Greeks and the Libyans. 
Bates (10) gives a description of ceremonies connected 
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with the worship of Athene practised by a Libyan tribe in 
the region mentioned by Herodotus. 

Sonchis went on to say that the first Athens had 
been founded a thousand years before Sais and that nine 
thousand years had passed since the war between Atlantis 
and Athens. We thus find that approximately 9600 B.C. is 
the earliest possible date for the destruction both of the 
island empire of Atlantis and of pre-historic Athens, and 
thus approximately for the foundation of historic Athens 
as the city shrine of Athene who, according to Homer and 
Hesiod, was the niece of thet Neptune or Poseidon. 

Plato next refers to a "mighty power which had 
wantonly invaded the whole of Europe and Asia, and to 
which your city of Athens put an end." This is an explicit 
historical statement and it is hard to understand why 
Lewis Spence (12), and W.H. Babcock (13), conibine to 
regerd Plato's narrative simply as a myth. Lewis Spence, 
even while denying the sometime existence of a continent 
of Atlantis, yet concedes that the Dolphin Ridge, in the 
Atlantic Ocean, may have been the site of some subiierged 
continent or island. 

The invading power is said “to have come forth from 
out of the Atlantic Ocean, for in those days (c.9500 B.C.) 
the Atlantic was navigable." Now this is a most important 
remark to be made by a landsman such as Sonchis of Sais. 
For it suggests at once that the invasion of Europe and 
Asia, which latter can only here mean Egypt and the Near 
East, was by sea, and also that in Egypt itself there 
must have been some knowledse of the Atlantic Ocean and 
the far-off lands beyond. It implies, too, that at the 
time when Sonchis was telling his story, the Atlantic 
waters were still encwsbered with weeds and shallows and 
thus difficult of navigation: for the ships of Tyre, 
Sidon and other Phoenician seaports, colonics and settle- 
ments had for two thousand years been ploughing all the 
seas then known, and it was they who had told of those 
forests of weeds and those shallow waters beyond the 
Pillars of Heracles. 

The Egyptian priest continued: "And there was an 
island lying in front of the straits which you Hellenes 
call the Pillars of Heracles. This island was larger 
than Libya and Asia put together, and was the way to

From this it is seen that there must have been war 
on land and sea, with a series of indecisive running sea 
fights, and on land a final pitched battle which brought 
the defeat of the invading hosts from the island of 
Atlantis and the allies they had gathered to their 
standards. 

In a work now unfortunately lost, Marcus Terentius 
Varro (19), a distinguished Roman writer, tells of a naval 
battle which once occurred off Sardinia. In this 
battle, Phorcys, King of Sardinia, was defeated by the 
Guanches. Now these Guanches were the aboriginal people 
of the Canary Islands, lying far beyond the Pillars of 
Heracles. Might there not perhaps be some confusion of 

he Guanches with the men of Carthage, who did indeed 
conquer Sardinia and were its masters until expelled by 
the Romans? It is difficult to decide whether the 
engagement off this island was not really one of the 
events in the last invasion of Europe by the Atlanteans. 

It may here be mentioned that the process of pre- 
serving dead bodies by mummification, at one time con- 
sidered peculiar to the Egyptians, was also practised by 
one tribe, or rather division, of the Guanches, as re- 
vealed by the discovery of a large number of mummies in 
the Canary Islands. It was also practised to some ex=- 
tent in Peru. Thus a link existed between the Egyptians, 
the Guanches and the Peruvians half way across the globe: 
but we have no evidence of mummification having been 
practised by any other peoples on the earth. Was it 
perhaps a survival of an originally Atlantean custom? 
Elliot Smith (20) found the Guanche technique of mmmi- 
fication analogous to that of Egypt of the XXIst dynasty, 
which could not have been earlicr than the ninth century 
B.C. He describes some as being in a sitting position, 
like the Peruvian mummies, while Short (21) quotes Le 
Plongeon as stating that the sandals on the feet of a 
statue at Chicheu Itza are exactly the same as those found 
on the feet of Guanche mummies. 

As regards the Guanches, Aelian (22) tells us that

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(The Moon Capture of Hoerbiger (29) which postulates 
that the waters of the Earth mst have been moved in 
vast Lunar Tides by gravitation, is fully supported by 
Plato's narrative). 

Le Plongeon, the Franco-American explorer of Central 
America whose discoveries, studies and translations have 
been made on the actual site of what might once have been 
an Atlantean colony, was one of the first scholars to 
detect a resemblance between ancient Egypt and ancient 
Central America and to consider Atlantis as a possible 
link between thein. 

The Troano Codex, of which there is a copy in the 
Madrid Museum, was discovered by Brasseur de Bourbourg(30) 
Spain in the possession of Don Juan Tro Y Ortelano, 

then Professor of Paleography in Madrid. Brasseur was 
struck by the similarity of the hieroglyphs on this strip 
or —— 14 feet by nine inches, and those on the Mayan 
monuments or Copan and Palenque in Central America, and 
assumed it to be the Mayan record of the sinking of the 
land of Mu, which surely must have referred to the catas- 
trophe of Atlantis. Le Plongeon's (31) rendering of the 
Troano Codex runs as follows: “The year .... on the 
eleventh Muluc in the month Zuc, there occurred terrible 
earthquakes which continued without intermission until 

the thirteenth Chuen. ‘The country of the hills of mua, 
the Land of Mu, was sacrificed. Being twice upheaved, 

it suddenly disappeared during the night, the basin being 
continually shaken by volcanic forces. Being confined, 
these caused the land to sink and rise sevcral times and 
in various places. At last the surface gave way and the 
ten countries vere torn asunder and scattered in fragnents: 
unable to withstand the force of the convulsions, they 
sank with their sixty four million inhabitants, eight 
thousand and sixty years before the witing of this book." 

Paul Schliemann (32) stated that in one of the Tibetan 
temples of Llasa there existed a record which stated: 

"When the Star Bal fell on the place where there is now 
only sea and sky, the Seven Cities with their Golden 
Gates and Transparent Temples quivered and shook like the 
leaves of a tree in a storm. And, behold, a flood of 
fire and smoke arose from the palaces. Agony and cries 
of the multitude filled the air. They sought refuge 
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in their temples and citadels. And the wise Mu, the 
hieratic of Ra-ilu, arose and saic to thein: "Did I not 
predict all this?" And the women and the men in their 
precious stones and shining garments lamented: “Mu, save 
us." And Mu replied: "You shall die together with your 
Slaves and your riches, and from your ashes shall arise 
new nations. If they forget that they are superior not 
because of whet they put on but of what they put out, the 
Saiae lot will befall them." Flame and smoke choked the 
words of Mu. The land and its inhabitants was torn to 
pieces and swallowed by the depths." 

Ss it does not refer directly to Atlantis, the pos- 
Sible existence of this Tibetan record is not disproved 
by the fact that VWadoell, an authority on Tibet, states 
that he has never met any rerfercnce to Atlantis in his 
studies — and we can only conjecture that it was obtained 
from survivors who escapea via Egypt. It seems possible 
that it refers to the same cvent as the Mayan record: 
for survivors must have spreed this terrible story and 
hence the temple records of Egypt and Asia. 

"And that is the reason," Sonchis continued “why the 
sea in those parts beyond the Pillars of Heracles is 
impassible and inponetrable, there being such a mass of 
shallow itmd in the way: and this was caused by the sink- 
ing of the island."

is now in a state of oscillatory motion and in all pro 
bability is rising under the steady influence of volcanic 
action; in fact, some future generation may see the con- 
tinent of Atlantis rising again above the waters thet once 
overwhelmed it. At the time when Solon was listening to 
the Egyptian's report, the ships of Yyre, Sidon, Gadcs, 
Utica and Carthage were ploughing through these muddy 
shallows both to the North and South of the Pillars of 
Heracles. Since it is authoritatively cstablished that 
Carthage was founded about 869 B.C. it is indeed strange 
that this seaport was never referred to by the Egyntian 
priests or their interested listener, Solon. But it may 
be remenbered that in the whole of his nine books 
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Herodotus never once refers to the Romans. 

"Many great deluges have taken place during the nine 
thousand years which have elapsed since the time of which 
I aia speaking, that is, the time of the war between 
Atlantis and the city of Athens," continued the priest of 
Sais. He once again inentioned this period in so precise 
a manner as to leave no doubt of its probable accuracy. 
The Egyptians were extremely careful in their calculations 
of time, which they based on solstices, ecquinoxes, the 
risings and settings of stars and other heavenly bodies, 
and when they mention a date it can usually be proved 
corrcct.e 

Again, at the epoch of about 8500 B.C., Egypt existed 
and was inhabited by a people sufficiently advanced to 
record events far and near, both within their own experi- 
ence and of which they heard tell. It is certain that 
Gynasties had risen, reigned and fallen into oblivion 
ages berore the so-called First Dynasty of Menes and his 
Successors. 

When in October 1912 Paul Schlicmann, the nephew of 


the famous archacologist Heinrich Schlicmann, published 
his Sensational story on Atlantis, he mentioned that he 
ha o Sos in the Dmecrial Museu Library at Ste Pctersburg 


a papyrus which he asserted was from the Sccond Egyptian

that have grovm up around them, together with a study of 
the exorcisns and propitiatory acts necessary to appease 
them, it is possible to piece together an impression of 
the vast chaos that led to their conception. 

In this article, Hoerbiger's eeapat A of Cosmic Origins, 
as translated and propounded “by H.S. Bellamy is drawn 
upon.

Finally, it shoula be recognised that demono logy “ 
an outcast scicnce, only curing the last fifty years ha 
this subject emcrged froim the pr rinitive pagan taboos which 
hitherto surrounded it. However it is our belief that we 
can find, by examining the characteristics of the demons, 
aevils and gods of the carly religions, ‘fossil' relics 
of the ‘Flood. 

The stages of cataclysin have been somewhat convent= 
ionalis sed, Since they have, for convenicncc, 1 been used as 
Chapter headings, they are, ‘Darkness and Cold,' ‘Wind 
and Storm,’ 'Fire, Flood and Famine, "Chaos and Resur- 
rection,’ and ‘Peace, and the New Order.' To close the 
article, a bricf Chapter upon Comparative bemonology is 
appendcd. 


Chapter One 





"DARIOMSS AND COLD" 


The following account is @ surmise of events that 
would occur if a former satcllite had disintcgrated, due 


to the reaction of terrestrial gravitational pull. The 
satellite, having spiralicd closer aud closer to the 
carth, due to friction caused by spacial particles of 
matter, would, at a certain point assume an ovoid shapé. 
Gravitational reaction would result in lack of cohesion, 
and the first, outer ice-coat of the satellite would 
leave in blocks. They would shoot tangentially into the 
atmosphere, causing hail, rain, and violent weather re- 
action. The secondary, ocean floor deposits would then 
leave, to descend in the form of mud rain. Following 
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this, would come the various layers of the satellite's 
core, showering through the atmosphere as continuous 
stone, and 'ore' rains. Finally would come the pieces 

of the metallic centre in the form of blazing meteorites. 
The effect of the disintegration of the satellite upon 
the earth would be in released gravitational pull. fhe 
atmosphere piled around the Equator, and correspondingly 
thinned in the polar regions would flow back, climates 
woulc quickly moderate, temperatures would rise in the 
glaciated regions, and ice formations would be halted. 
The water masses released by the sudden loss of outside 
gravitational puil would sweep in waves over the earth's 
surface, melting in their path the ice, and distributing 
rock masses over continents foreign to their origin. For 
evidence of sudden climatic changes, and their effect upom 
glacier formation we can turn to the geological evidence 
of borings that took place in 1868, in the neighbourhood 
of Glasgow. These borings shewed that, in many instances 
glacial debris such as boulder clay was interspersed 
stratifically by such water formed materials as sand or 
gravel. One bore had no less than five such strata. The 
evidence for the distribution of rock mass of great 
weight is overwhelming, and here, the evidence for the 
Flood, or 'Diluvial Torrent,‘ is surely conclusive, and 
insurmountable. The entire contents of Chapter III of 
the 'Glacial Nightmare and the Flood' are devoted to 
Giscussion of the effects of the Diluvial Torrent upon 
rock masses. The presence of several distinct inter- 
spersed layers of interglacial debris ceposits and water 
formed gravel and sand deposits presents an argument for 
the former occurrence of several separate giacial form- 
ations, each broken up by a Diluvial Torrent, it is only 
necessary to discuss the last, that which probably 
occurred Within the Tertiary era. 

The Paleozoic or Primary, and the Mesozoic or Secon- 
dary rock formations were followed by those of Tertiary 
formation. he rock bands of the Tertiary formations 
have been classified according to the percentage of 
‘modern style' fossils present. The first of these 
rock bands, the Eocene, containing from 1% to 5% of 
modern species corresponds to the dawn of recent life.

The 
latter is supposed to fall periodically and destroy the 
earth, and from her, all baneful influcnces, thunderstorms 
and floods are supposed to emanate. Yima, a figure in the 
Persian mythic system, is warned that a terrible Winter, 
followed by an overwhelming flood is approaching, and 
gathers together the best of all animals and plants to a 
Safe zone. The terrible Winter of Persian myth finds a 
parallel in the Fimbul winter of Scandinavian mytholog 
The magical fettcring of the Fenris Wolf, the offspring of 
Loki it will be remembered, takes plece after all earthly 
bonds have failed to secure it. Since the Fenris Wolf is 
Symbolical of a satellite, the itagical bonds that held it 
in position were of course, the laws of gravitation. The 
wolf, in this particular circumstance, is likely to be a 
synibolical representation of the moon, our present satellite. 

It is interesting to note that the sacred book of the 
Quiche Indians of South America, the Popul Vuh, tells of 
least three epochs which closscd, two after devastating 
plague, and one, the last, by inundation. After each 
catastrophe, the earth was re=pcopled.
